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SR 85 Landfill

“Goal: Reduce GHG emissions resulting from the degradation of waste by capturing
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landfill gas and converting 100% of the methane (up to 1500 SCFM) from the SR 85
landfill into renewable natural gas as a substitute for fossil natural gas. Have contract
executed and facility constructed and operational by March 2023.
